“That receipt was not made out by any 
present employé of the office. We believe 
that we know the man who did it.”’ 

So far as the figures describing the prop- 
erty are concerned, it is conceded that this 
writing is. that of Wheeler.

I 
supposed some one was in trouble and want- 
sed a bond. Accordingly I went to the saloon / 
in the half basement at 117 Monroe street 
from which the message had been sent. - 
riving there I was to find 
waiting for me. 


Tempts Walsh with Money. et 
“We had a long talk together. The gist 
of his argument was that I held a position 
fn the county treasurer’s office that ought 
to be worth a lot of money to me if I was 
willing. He said he ‘friend who was 
in a position to pay handsomely to have one 
short word written in the records I had 
access to. I had known Wheeler merely as 
a clerk in the various county offices and 
was stunned by the enormity of his prop-. 
ovition, which involved the payment of $1.500 
for the writing of one word. This amount 
was to be divided—one-third to be given. me 
and two-thirds to be divided in a way which 
Wheeler did not explain to me. 


Scheme to Loot Treasury. . 

“T offered some excuse or other to bring 
the conversation’ to a close.. I realized that 
some scheme was on hand to loot the treas- 
urer’s office,:in just what way I couid not 
determine. I knew that moment it was up 
to me as a salaried employé:of that office to 
prevent the deal. 

“Not knowing just what course to pursue 
I went direct to Charles Deneen, state's at- 
torney, and an old time political friend and 
adviser. Mr. Deneen was my politica: spon- 
sor in the office I held and aided. me when I 
‘twice ran for alderman of the Thirtieth 
ward. For that reason I felt responsibie to 
him persénally for my conduct in that office. 
I related to-him the entire conversation. He 
advised me to report the transaction in full 
to my superior, Chief Clerk John W. Becker, 
and to learn all that I coud of the plotin 
order to frustrate it. ‘What. was desired 
most was the identity of the pereon or per- 
sons to be benefited by seperation: ' 


Met Wheeler 
“ Accordingly, I. met’ Wheeler . a. second 
time at the same place in the basement sa- 
loon of the Montauk building, now being 
torn down. I told him that I was perfectly 
willing to go Into the deal, but that for self- 
protection I would: have to know-the- details 
and the person: for whom the service was 
being performed. Then he reiterated a state- 
ment I had not paid much attention to be- 
fore, that it was the Masonic temple that 
was to enjoy the benefit. What he wanted 
was the word * paid ' written ‘on the tax war- 
rant book in the space Gevoted to the tax” of 
1901 for the temple. 

“ Wheeler eabiatnee that I woute be afford-

TELLS OF SUBMARINE TRIP. 


LONDON, Aug. 30.—A sailor who took 
in the recent trial of submarine boat No. 2in 
Stoke’s bay gives an interesting description 


of his. experiences. He says the sensation 
when the boat was diving was singular. The 
increased pressure on the hull caused by the 
submersion can be distinctly felt. He at- 
tributes this to the deadening of vibration 
through submersion.

BRITISH WAGE RATE FALLS. 


Decline Serious and Causes Gloomy Ap- 
prehension—Return of Volunteers 
Will Make Outlook Worse. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

LONDON, Aug. 30.—The government re- 
port in regard to the prevailing rates of 
wages in the year 1901 has caused a revival 
of the gloomy apprehension of British trade 
disasters. The decline is regarded as the 
first serious one that has occurred since 1895. 

The decrease in the weekly wages bill last 
year amounted to $7,500,000. This loss was 
practically in mining, quarrying, and the 
metal, engineering, and shipbuilding trades. 
It is said te be going on in the present year 
also, and there is an increase in the number 
of unemployed workmen. 

This situation will almost certainly become 
worse by reason of the return of a large num- 
ber of volunteers from south Africa.

JAMESON 18 AN ISSUE. 


His Assumption of Leadership |. 
Makes Task of Envoys to |

LONDON, Aug. 30.—Thete were two nota- 
ble events in the Cape parliament during 
the last week which will have an important 


bearing on the racial crisis in south Africa. 


Both come at & most opporttine moment for 
the Boer leaders in Burope in their struggiec 
with the British government for concessions 
towards rehabilitating their people. 

The first was the decision of the Cape leg- 
islature to appoint a commission of its own 
to take evidence and report on the opera- 
tion of martial law in the colony throughout 
the war. The second, which is perhaps more 
significant, is Dr. Jameson’s assumption of 
practical leadership of the opposition to the 
ministry of Sir Gordon Spriggs, with the im- 
mediate suspension of the constitution as a 
policy. 

The effect of each of these steps is to make 
eeper and clearer the alignment of the 
forces of the Afrikander bond, which is now 
master of the parliamentary situation in the 
colony, the remnants of the Rhodes party, 
and the so-called progreéssives.. 

The appointment of the commission is a 
distinct challenge to Colonial Secretary 
Chamberlain, whose own commission on the 
same subject, composed of Lord Chief Justice 
Alverstone, Judge Bigham, and Maj. Gen. 
Sir John 8. Ardagh, will commence to hear 
evidence in the colony next week. > 


Jameson an Important Issue. 

The appearance of Dr. Jameson as a party 
leader can only be said to mark the present 
barrenness of Cecil Rhodes’ political’ heri- 
tage. The appearance of the author of the 
famous raid in the center of the political 
stage at this juncture is one of those things 
that make the bond leaders rub their hands 
and laugh. It will surely spare them the 
trouble and expense of electoral canvassing. 

For Mr. Chamberlain, however, it is a 
more serious matter. His refusal to. sus- 
pend the constitytion was conditional on 
the good behavior*of the cape parliament. 
But, however troublesome the politicians in 
their Boer sympathies at the cape have now 
become, it is out of the question that he, 
Mr. Chamberlain, should take his orders 
from Dr. Jameson.

“‘ Shipments could be made by the new com- 
pany to all points in the United States and 
prices fixed without being considered in op- 
position to the interstate commerce laws,’ 
said one La Salle street manyesterday. “As 
for the details of the transaction, they are 
& mere matter of bookkeeping. The busi- 
ness of each concern would remain as it is. 
Their trade would not be interfered with and 
the two sets of books would keep things 
straight between the individual members and 
the big company.- 

One of the conditions under which pack- 
ing companies already have been absorbed 
by Armour & Co. and Swift & Co. is that the 
business be transacted under the original 
names. Whenever Mr. Armour or repre- 
sentatives of his company have been asked 
regarding the merger they always have saia: 
“ Armour & Co. are not going out of busi- 

ess.”’ 

The reply of representatives of Swift & Co. 
has been equally significant. indicating that 
all the big companies will continue in opera- 
tion—for the present at least—under the 
names in which they have transacted busi- 
ness in the past. 


Objections by Armour. 

The return of J. Ogden Armour has been 
made the subject of numérous comments. 
some saying that Mr. Armour was opposed 
to the formation of a combination of the 
packing interests on the basis suggested in 
the east. The shafe of Swift & Co. was to 
be greater than that of Armour & Co., it is 
said, and Mrs Armour objected to this on 
the ground that thé volume of business of 
Armour & Co. and the property involved in 
the merger is as great as that of the Swifts. 

The objection of Mr. Armoywr to the basis 
on which the consolidation was to be made 
and the {1 health of Gustavus F. Swift, who 
has been spoken of as the president of the 
combination, are said to have retarded it 
materially. 

Now it is hinted by some that if the con- 
solidation is made & is not likely to be per- 
fected until after election.

MOTHER DROPS IT FROM THIRD 
STORY DURING A FIRE. 


When Mrs. Charlies Manska Releases 
the Infant Bernard Tors Stands Be- 
low and Catches It in His Arms and 
Then Secures a Ladder and Makes 
a Second Rescue—Carelessness with 
a Gasoline Stove Almost Has a Fa- 
tal Outcome—Flames Reach the Can. 


Bernard Tors was the hero of a fire at 919 
West Fifty-first place last night. After 
catching an infant which was dropped into 
his arms from a third story porch, Tors, who 
lives at 022 West Fifty-first piace, secured 
a ladder and ‘réscued thé baby’s mother, 
whose dress wasin flames: -.--- - 

The woman was Mrs. Charles Manska, 919 
West Fifty-first place. Placirig his coat over 
the flaming garments. of-the victim, Tors 
| bore her to the ground, but the rescue was 
not effected until after she had received 
serious burns. She was taken:to the Engle- 
wood Union hospital by the. police of the 
stockyards station. 

In rescuing the woman Tors was burned 
about the facé and hands, but not seriously. 
George Manska, brother-in-law’ of the 
stricken woman, also received slight burns. 


Old Cause for Accident. 


- The accident .was the result of an attempt 
by Manska to fill the reservoir of a gasoNne 
stove while the stove was lighted. The gaso- 
line caught fire and to save hirhself Manska 
hurled #t through the back door. 

Mrs. Manska was holding her year oid 
baby on the back porch in a direct line with 
the biazing can of. gasoline. In a moment 
her dress was ignited. Then Tors appeared 
and saw that Mrs. Manska was holding the 
baby over the porch railing in her effort to 
protect it from the flames. Her own gar- 
ments were blazing as she held to onhe foot 
of the: baby, twenty feet from the ground. 

Tors took a position beneath the poreh and 
crjed to the woman to drop the baby. His 
direction was complied with, and in an in- 
stant he had caught the child in his arms. 
Then came the second rescue. | 


Palace Hotel Guests in a Panic. 

The burning out ofa chimney in the Palace 
hotel, Indiana and North Clark streets, last 
evening started a panic among the guests, 
which was not quieted until the building had 
been nearly emptied ofits occupants, . 

The chimney shaft projects above the roof 
toward the rear of the bul: ding and is hidden 
from the street by the coping over the front 
wall. When the flames from the burning soot 
shot up several feet over the top of the shaft 
the appearance from the street indicated that 
the roof of the strueture was afire. 3 

A passer-by, seeing the b:aze, ran into the 
hotel shouting ‘‘Fire,’’ and another turned in 
a fire alarm. The guests of the hotel were 
aroused by the cries and a stampede fol- 
lowed The noise of the fire department in- 
creased the panic and the guests rushed into 


the streets. By this time the fire had burned 
itself out and the people returned to their 
rooms. 


FIRE WRECKS OLD DISTILLERY. 


Blackhawk Property, Abandoned by the 
‘Trust, Practically Destroyed — 


The old Blackhawk distillery, Elston av- 
enue and Blackhawk street, was destroyed by 
fire last evening. The six story. building, oc- 
cupying almost a square block near the north 
branch of the river, was one of the first dis- 
tilleries erected in the west, and made two 
proprietors millionaires. | 

Shortly after the organization of the Cattle 
Feeders and Distillers company the property 
was abandoned and much of the machinery 
moved away. For twelve years it has been 
guarded nightly by Matt Walther, but he has 
been ill for a month and tramps and others 
have made headquarters in the structure, 
Sparks from their pipes are supposed to have 
caused the fire. The loss probably will not 
exceed $6,000. 

The spirit soaked woodwork caused a spec- 
tacular blaze, and the police had much trouble 
in keeping the spectators outside the fire line. 
While forcing back the crowd Policeman 
Michael Korzniski was struck aéross the face 
by an iron bar. -His face’was badly cut, and 
he was taken to St. Elizabeth's hospital. 
Louis Kustoh, who had been arrested by 
Korzniski several times, is accused of taking 
advantage of the crowd and excitement to

No one wants 
to sell, if he hds any, and those who do 


} gell Iet their coal go only a ton at a time. 


What heretofore has been known as the 
usual monthly increase in the price of an- 
thracite will not figure at all Sept. 1 this 
year. ‘A year ago it was $7.50 a ton. This 
year there is no schedule price at all, each 
dealer making his own price, and that price 
is intended to be high enough to put buyers 
off. It is nowhere less than $10, and runs 
from that figure way up into the air. 


Coke Prices Frisky, Too. 


The coke situation also is one that will 
keep prices jumping and consumers guessing 


from now on. The price of coke is going up 


in big jumps. Last Tuesday it was $7.50 a 
ton. Yesterday it was $10.50. What it will 
be tomorrow is only a matter of conjecture, 
‘The lack of anthracite, of course, enters 
into this coke jump, but the price is af- 
fected also by the lack of cars to bring coke 
to Chicago. The grain business is taking cars 
that otherwise would be used for hauling 
coke. What a jump of $3 in coke means may 
‘be understood when it ts stated that Chi 
uses sOme 40,000 tons a week.

The gift of sight is a biessing for which 
every. patron of the [Illinois last evening 
sho have been grateful. For it was by 
way of this most used of the Senses that en- 
joyment of as brilliant a stage spectacle as 
Chicago has ever had offered for its entertain- 
ment was made possible. 

The Drury Lane “pantomime,” “ The 
Beauty and the Beast,"’ is chiefly a succession 
of gorgeous stage pictures, all of which are 


of more than average elaborateness and at 


least three of which are of surpassing splen- 
dor. The Henderson extravaganzas at the 
height of their brilliancy never offered any- 
thing more beautiful and more effective than 
is the “ beauty’s awakening” scene in Act 
Il. of this imported spectacle, and the audi-, 
ence that crowded the Illinois last night grew 
greedy with seeing and would not rest content 
AMintil it had feasted its eyes three times on the 
exceptional beauty of the final tableau. : 

The scene represents the change of the 
seasons, and begins so modestiy with a set- 
ting that is a veritable British Christmas 
card picture that doubts as to the boasted 
splendor of the transformation are for a mo- 
ment etmtertained. But the successive * un- 
foldings "’ from that modest beginning leave 
no room for aught of doubt or disappoint- 
ment. The delicate, fresh greens of spring- 
time under the soft pirik of blossoming trees 
yle:d place to the reds and whites of sum- 
mer’s rosetime; these are in turm succeeded 
by the rich reds, yellows, and purples of 
autumn’s flowers, grains, and fruits shown 
against the glory of the harvest moon as a 
background. The stage at the climax of this 
autumnal revel, when all the three seasons 
are brought together, is a riot of gorgeous 
eolor, so varied, so heavy that it is aimost 
oppressive. Another unfoldment of the 
scenic enframement, and out of the center of 
this tangle of brilliant color, comes a mass 
of soft white flecked with the cool glint of 
shimmering silver. . | 

A better proof of the beauty and effective- 
ness of white as a color for stage costume 
could mot be found. The audience seemed 
to give a sigh of relief as if coming out of a 
heated room into the cool, crisp air of 
winter, and the applause that followed told 
that the designer of the spectacle had in 


truth planned well. And when against this 


semi-circle of white the seven aerialists 
dressed as birds, black wing and Back and 


pink of breast and limb, appeared and began ‘ 


their marvelous and graceful flights the 
stage picture was one of a loveliness truly 
fairylike, and the triple encore it received 
was but a merited tribute to the skill and 
the artistic taste of the men who conceived 
it and of the incase acct who gave it realiza- 
tion. 

This scene is the climax of the spectacle, 
but there are at least two others that also 
merit hearty commendation. The ‘ Palace 
of the New Republic’ and the “ Enchanted 
Garden’’ are both of them exceptionally 
beautiful in coloring and design, and the 
drop curtain representing the ‘“ Deserted 
Castle’’ is admirably done. 

it is chiefly to the eye that ‘‘ The Beauty 
and the Beast’’ appeals, and the appeal is 
a strong one, for in scenic setting, costum- 
ing, and attractiveness of the people em- 
ployed the performance is without a supe- 
rior, but the ear has also been considered 
by. the five men whom the program names 
as authors and inventors of the spectacle. 
The music, which was entirely rewritten for 
the American presentation, is accredited to 
Frederick Solomon, and, while none of it is 
strikingly unfamiliar, and several interpo- 
lations from Wagner, Mendelssohn, Nevins, 
and others equally or less great are made, 
the songs, choruses, dances, and marches 
are attractive in their tunefulness and their 
rhythmic swing, and will soon be wiijstied 
and hummed in divers public places. 

Such wit as the book possesses is of the 
pun variety, and, while not notably bril- 
liant, never fails when combined with the 
-horse play that here accompanies it to win 
for the comedian laughter and applause. 

The cast is, with virtually no exception, of 
unusual satisfactoriness. Leila McIntyre is 
about ag winsome an embodiment of the ideal 


in’ movement, and gesture, natural 
er, and has a pair of big, innocent, 
a dyes that captivate by their openness 
“wa childlike good nature. She has a light 
soprano voice that is sweet and carries well, 
and her singing of *‘ I’m Sixteen Years Old 
Today ’”’ and “ Pansy ’’—the latter a catchy, 
tuneful trifie—was agreeable beyond 
average, whiie her stuttering song and 
her “‘ dolly song,” in the last act, were one of 
the cleverest and most original specialties in 


the performance. 


Miss Gillette was a stately and handsome 
Prince Charming, acting with dash and spir- 
it, wearing some rich costumes attractively, 
and by her two solos’ proving herself the pos- 
sessor of a voice of good resonanceand sym- 
pethetic quality, which she uses effectively. 

The comedy of the evening was in the hands 
of Messrs. Buiger, Cawthorne, and McCart, 
and they left no part of their obligation to 
the audience uncanceled. Mr. Bulger’s 
abilities,as a songster are a bit limited ow- 
ing to his vocal organ being one of the 
“still, small’’ variety, but he talked the 
Awful gibberish of his Medley in Act I. with- 
out dislocating his tongue, which was in 
itself an achievement, and in the fun-mak- 
ing in the stupid “B’Gosh” trio, with 
Mr. Cawthorne and Mr. McCart, he was 
the peer of his two associates, which means 
that he was in every way satisfactory. 

Mr. MeCart makes a capitaily ugly and 
self-assertive queen and Mr. Cawthorne as 
the nurse Lena indulged in the irresistibly 
Tanny verbal twists for which he is famous, 
and gave four selections on the concertina, 
of which instrument he is pastmaster, and 
which he handles in truly artistic fashion. 

Miss Coyne as the witch displayed a re- 
markably good makeup, and sang her one 
solo so as to deserve the hearty encore she re- 
ceived. Miss Mackenzie was a pretty Fairy 
Queen; John Hyams satisfactory as Dr. 
Squills; and John Page, although his tum- 
bling is preferable to his singing, is accepta- 
ble as President Petit.

| ENGLEWOOD ORGANIZATION SAYS 
IT WAS THE FIRST. 


Chartered Before the Assassination of 
MeKinley to Boom Then Vice Pres- 
ident for 1904—Naember of Union 
League Members Say They Were in 
Field Long Before, but Failed to In- 
ecorporate—Course of Events Ren- 


dered Work Unnecessary. 


“The Original Theodore Roosevelt Club of 
Ilinois’’ has declared itself with a boom 
for the president’s nomination in 1904. Ap- 


parently the organization has been in ex- 
istence since Sept. 5, 1901, but it was not 
heard of beyond' Englewood, where its of- 
ficers and members live, until yesterday. 

Then somebody found a copy of the con- 
stitution and bylaws and carried it torepub- 
lican state headquarters to show to the party 
leaders who are arranging for President 
Roosevelt's coming a month hence.

Charter Granted Months Ago. ‘ 
_ The charter was granted by the secretary 
of state, according to dates thereon, the day 
before President McKinley’s assassination. 
In a long list of whereases and resolutions, 
events are set forth on which the club bases 
its claim for recognition and also the stand 
it takes in making Roosevelt the candidate 
for the republican party to nominate in the 
next national campaign. The purposes of 
the organization are to promote sentiment 
in favor of his nomination throughout the 
state of Illinois. The charter gives it au- 
thority to form auxiliary clubs in every 
county of the state. So far as known, how- 
ever, none have been formed. "eae 

It seems that the original club has not 
been active until now. It proposes to take 
part in the festivities attendant upon the 
Se visit to Chicago and the state 
as original Roosevelt club.”’ 

Except as to the possession of a charter, 
this claim may be contested. In the early 
part of 1899 a number of the members of 
the Union League club, admirers of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, then governor of New York, 
organized an association the object of which 
was to bring about his nomination for presi- 
dent by the republican convention in 1004. 
A committee, of which Roy O. est and 
Merritt Starr were the principal workers. was 
appointed to carry out the purposes of the 
association. That eommittee proposed, as a 
preliminary measure, to print a brief history 
of Theodore Roosevelt, setting forth his rec- 


_ord in office and his fitness for the great office 


of chief executive of the nation. This was 
to be followed up with repeated distributions 
of literature that would create the sentiment 


' to insure his nomination. But nothing of the

A member of the ation said it never 
had been necessary to do anything; that 
everything the committee was expécted to 
accomplish has come along as the result 
of developments from time to time and in 
the regular course of events.

When the Bank Closed. 


These were big accounts for a small, new 
bank, operated by a total stranger, even if 
that stranger did have a working face. It 
would not be a bad idea under such a cir- 
cumstance to give out another of the Dur- 
ham “impressions.”’ This was done in the 
person 6f George A. Bruce, a young man who 
came to Elnora tolearn the banking business, 
having Durham as instructor. 

George, to date, has not been sized up by 
Elnora character students. He came to the 
town about Aug. 15. To Interested ques- 
tioners he was not sure that he/ would like 
the banking business; he woulkdtry it awhile, 
however. And he was trying it when on 
the night of Wednesday, Aug. 20, Mrs. Dur- 
ham returned to Chicago. Nothing was 
thought of this incident. Nothing was 
thought of the fact when Durham on the 
evening of Thureday, Aug. 21, left his lodg- 
ing house to go up to Terre Hauteagain.

Materialized an Unknown Sister. : 

Tee TRIipU™E was first attracted to the 
man's performances at 570 West Lake street, 
where it was said that Archer was material- 
izing spirits catch-as-catch-can. Two re- 
porters were sent there one night to look on 
‘at the manifestations and incidentally the 
professor materialized a sister of one of the 
reporters—a sister, by the way, which the 
reporter never had. In that evening, “Cleo- 
patra, Belshazzar, St. Pau!, Solomon, Mary 
Magdalere, and finally the reémbodied 
Christ appeared before the smal! assem- 
Didge. A striking feature of the perform- 
ance was that as the figure of Christ ap- 
peared, wrapped in a shroud, it stépped out 
among the spectators, finally laying a hand 

upon the brow of a woman, who at once fell, 
shrieking, to the floor. 

“ Be not deceived,’ came a voice out of the 
dark: “it is I, Jesus.” 

Weeping hysterically the woman groveied 
at the feet of the figure, crying that it could 
be only he, for she had seen the scars of the 
yalis in his hands. 

This was the materializing of the spirits 
that prompted Tur TrRisune to attempt an 
exposure of the man and his methods. From 
this number in West Lake street Archer 
went with his assistant, Willie Cole, to apart- 
ments in a flat at 229 Washington boulevard, 
and it was here that Tur TRIBUNE, on Sean- 
day evening, Feb. 20. 1892; accomplished the 
undoing of the adventurer and alleged spir- 
itualistic medium. 


“ Reporters at a Seance. 


Archer's performance tvas set for 8 o'clock, - 
‘and the scene of it was the back room ot 
‘the fat, separated from the front parlor by 
a pair of sliding doors. The rear room,

Alice Proves to Be a Man.

He had known Mrs. Josie Hoff- 
man when she had been exposed by the find- 
ing of a trap door in the floor of her cabinet 
through which a dozen spirits might tumble 
into view in a moment. 

As for himself, he had often been the vic- 

m of the inquisitive “* grabber,” but not to 

e extent that THe Trrpune “ grabbed a! 
and held on. He estimated that women had 
stuck 5,000 pins into his legs, and that he 
had picked up three bushels of tacks with 
the soles of his stockinged feet. ‘‘ But never 
a holler from me,” was his boast. Once at 
El Paso, Tex., a playful cowboy had shot 
at a sp pirit which had come out of a cabinet, 
and the long, white scar across the top of 
his skull where the bullet plowed was shown 
by Archer as a mark of the plainsman’s 
skill with the revolver. At Truckee, Cal., a 
man with a bowie knife had almost severed 
his wrist. But in no case had the “ spirit ” 
given up his secret.

4town, N. ¥.:; not that Marsh had anything 


but confidence in Archer, but because Archer 


ng such exorbitant prices for his 
that Marsh revolted. It was early 
in 1802; that Archer left the Marsh 
home, and after a short stay in Grand Rap- 
ids, Mich., te came . direct to Chieago, 
straight upon the shoals of THE 
.Materialized an Unknown Sister, 
Tue TRIBUNE was first attracted to the 
man’s’ performances at 570 West Lake street, 
where it was said that Archer was material- 
izing spirits catch-as-catch-can. Two re- 
porters were sent there one night to look on. 


‘at the manifestations and incidentally the 


professor materialized a sister of one of the 
reporters—a sister, by the way, which the 
reporter never had. In that evening, Cleo- 
patra, Belshazzar, St. Paul, Solomon, Mary 
Magdalerle, and finally the reémbodied 
Christ appeared before the small assem- 
Dbidge. A striking feature of the perform- 
ance was that as the figure of Christ ap- 
peared, wrapped in a shroud, it stépped out 

among the spectators, finally laying a hand 
upon the brow of a woman, who at once fell, ’ 
shrieking, to the floor. 

* Be not deceived,” came a voice ‘out of the 
dark: “ it is I, Jesus.” 

Weeping hysterically the woman groveied 
at the feet of the figure, crying that it could 
be only he, for she had seen the scars of the 
nails in his hands. 

This was the materializing of the spirits 
that prompted Tue Trisune to attempt an 
exposure of the man and his methods. From 
this number in West Lake street Archer 
went with his assistant, Willie Cole, to apart- 
ments in a flat at 220 Washington boulevard, 
and it wae here that Tur Trisune, On 
day evening, Feb. 20, 1892, accomplished the 
undoing of the adventurer and alleged spir- 
itualistic medium. 


Reporters at a 
Archer's performance twas sét for 8 o'clock, - 


and the scene of it was the back room of 


the flat, separated from the front parlor by 
a pair of sliding doors. The rear room, 
which hteld the secret cabinet, was 18x12 feet, 
the cabinet being formed by a pair of black 
curtains drawn over a framework in one 
corner of the room. On a shelf, high up on 
the wall at one side, was%® small lamp, hav-

To the extreme left was the re- 
porter who meant to see his “ sister ’’ again, 
‘and close up against him was one of the 
brawniest of Archet’s satellites. 
This was the situation when promptly at 
8:15 o'clock the lights went out, save for the

ments before Cole had gone through the 
assembly, asking of each spectator the dollar 
that was essentially nectssary to the ma- 
térializing, or even visyalising, of the depart- 
ed ones of earth. 


Preparing for a Disaster.
